The Municipal Act, R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 302, Section 159 and 
amendments thereto, provides the authority for Council to levy 
an interim rate on the whole of the assessment for real property 
and business assessment according to the last revised assessment 
roll. 

The amount levied shall not exceed 50 per cent of that which 
would be produced by applying to such assessment the total rate 
for all purposes levied in the preceding year on residential 
real property and business assessments respectively for public 
school supporters . 

The 1984 Residential Public Mill Rate was 230.64; and the 
1984 Business Public Mill Rate was 271.35. 

The Council deems it necessary to levy an Interim rate to 
meet expenditures prior to the final Mill Rate being established 

after the estimated expenditures and revenues are adopted. 

THEREFORE the Municipal Council of the Corporation of the 
Township of Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. An Interim Levy of 84 Mills shall be imposed on all 
residential real property. 

2. An Interim Levy of 100 Mills shall be imposed on all 
commercial real property. 

3. An Interim Levy of 100 Mills shall be imposed on all 
business assessments . 

4. Local Improvement charges commencing in 1985 for municipal 
drain and tile drainage debentures shall have 1/3 of the 
total due for the year placed on the interim tax bill. 
All other Local Improvement charges that were placed on 
the interim bill in previous years shall continue to 

be charged. 

5. The Interim Levy shall be due in whole (one payment) on or 
before March 29th, 1985. 

6. By-law Number 532-84, enacted the 1st day of February, 1984, 
is hereby repealed.

(2) The Corporation may arrange for the issue of debentures 

on its behalf for the amount borrowed, less the total 
amount of , 

(a) grants received under Section 85 of the Act; 

(b) Commuted payments made in respect of lands and roads 
assessed within the municipality; 

(c) moneys paid under subsection 61 (3) of the Act; 

and 

such debentures shall be made payable within Five (5) years 
from the date of the debenture and shall bear interest at a 
rate not higher than the rate charged by The Ontario Municipal 
Improvement Corporation on the date of sale of such debentures, 
The Restructured County of Oxford shall handle the sale of 
such debentures, with interest at the prevailing rates at the 
time of the debenture sale. The Municipality of the Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim shall make annual payments without 
coupons payable to the Restructured County of Oxford. 

3. A special equal annual rate sufficient to redeem the principle 
and interest on the debentures shall be levied upon the lands 
and roads as set forth in the Schedule to be collected in the 
same manner and at the same time as other taxes are collected 
in each year for Five (5) years after the passing of this 
by-law.

Being a By-law to amend the assessment schedule based on actual 
costs for the Morning Glory Creek Drain 1984. 

The Council of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim enacted 
By-law Number 548-84 on the 18th day of July, 1984, being a 
By-law to provide for the construction of the Morning Glory 
Creek Drain 1984, based on the estimates contained in a drainage 
report dated April 28th, 1984, as submitted by K.A. Smart, P.Eng., 
and John Kuntze, P.Eng., of the firm of K. Smart Associates Limited, 
Kitchener, Ontario. N2H 2P5. 

The Drainage Works were completed as per the Engineer's report 
and the actual costs incurred to construct the Drainage Works was 
$151,971.60. The Engineer's Estimated Costs to construct the 
Drainage Works was $163,800.00, less $5,000.00 Special Assessment 
to Sun Canadian Pipeline for a net estimated cost of $158,800.00. 
There was no work done on the pipeline, therefore the Special 
Assessment was eliminated. The Actual Costs to construct the 
Drainage Works were under the Estimated Costs by a sum of $6,828.40, 
or 95.7% of the Engineer's Estimate. 

The Drainage Act, R.S.O. 1980, Section 62, and amendments 
thereto, empowers Council to amend assessment schedules to provide 
proper contributions towards the drainage works based on actual 
costs on a pro-rata basis according to the assessments in the 
original estimate. 

THEREFORE, Be it Enacted by the Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim:

Being a By-law to authorize the carrying on of a Program of 
Recreation within the meaning of Regulations under the Ministry 
of Tourism and Recreation Act 1982, as amended, to provide for the 
operation, maintenance and management of parks and to provide for 
the operation and maintenance of Community Recreation Centres 
established pursuant to the Community Recreation Centres Act and 
the regulations made thereunder. 

The Ministry of Tourism and Recreation was established by 
Chapter 7, R.S.O. 1982, being an Act to establish the Ministry of 
Tourism and Recreation, and the said Act outlines the function 
of the Ministry. 

The Lieutenant Governor in Council may make regulations 
providing for and authorizing the conduct of recreational programs 
by municipal corporations. 

Ontario Regulation 517, Section 2, authorizes the Council of a 
local municipality to appoint, by by-law, a recreation committee 
to conduct a recreation program. 

The County of Oxford Act, R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 365, Section 136, 
Subsection 2, as amended, deems that the Council of an area 
municipality shall be the recreation committee. 

NOW THEREFORE, the Council of the Corporation of the Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. Pursuant to Regulations made under the Ministry of Tourism 
and Recreation Act 1982, a Program of Recreation is hereby 
established for the residents of the Municipality. 

2. Pursuant to the Community Recreation Centres Act and the 
Regulations made thereunder, a Community Centre (or Centres) 
is hereby established for the residents of the Municipality. 

3. The Program of Recreation and the Community Recreation Centres 
established in the Municipality shall be directed, managed 
and controlled on behalf of the Council of the Corporation by 
a Committee known as the "Recreation Committee". 

3.1 The "Recreation Committee" shall consist of the members 
of the Council of the Corporation of the Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim. 

3.2 The "Recreation Committee" shall meet monthly at the 
first regular meeting of Council. 

3.3 The Council of the Corporation of the Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim in its capacity as the "Recreation 
Committee" shall appoint advisory boards or management 
committees whose members shall be directed to manage 
and control on behalf of the "Recreation Committee" for 
all individual Programs of Recreation and for all 
individual Community Recreation Centres located within 
the Municipality. 

3.4 The appointment of the said advisory boards or manage- 
ment committees shall be made annually, by resolution, 

at the first regular meeting of Council or as soon there- 
after as is expedient, with the members so appointed 
to hold office until their successors shall have been 
appointed, provided that all such members shall hold 
office at the pleasure of the Council. 
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3.5 The said advisory boards or management committees shall 

be appointed by the Council of the Corporation as follows: 

3.5.1 Two ( 2 ) members of the Council of the Corporation. 

3.5.2 A Minimum of Three (3) and a Maximum of Eleven (11) 



residents of the said Municipality who are 
qualified to be elected as members of the Council. 



The duties of the said Advisory Boards or Management Committees 
hereinafter referred to as the "Board" shall be as follows: 

4.1 The "Board" shall operate, maintain and manage on behalf 
of the said Corporation all properties which are now or 
which may hereafter be established as community recreation 
centres (a community hall, playing field, tennis court, 
skating arena, outdoor skating rink) , pursuant to the 
Community Recreation Centres Act, or the regulations 

made thereunder. 

- See Schedule "A" attached hereto. 

4.2 The "Board" shall conduct or encourage and assist the 
Programs of Recreation which will meet the needs and 
interests of the inhabitants of the municipality of the 
Township of Blandford-Blenheim. Such programs may include 
the social, cultural and physical aspects of recreation 

as applied to each age group, both male and female. 

4.3 The "Board" shall be responsible for all policies, rulings 
and regulations relating to the administration of the 
community Program of Recreation and the operation of the 
Community Recreation Centre facilities which are conducted 
directly by the "Board" or its employees, and rules and 
regulations pertaining to the proper conduct of such 
community Programs of Recreation and Community Recreation 
Centre facilities shall be subject to the approval of 
"Council" . 

4.4 The "Board" may recommend to Council the appointment of 
recreation workers, either part time or full time, and 
shall be responsible for assigning the duties and 
responsibilities of such employees. 

4.5 The "Board" shall conduct and supervise organized public 
recreation activities through the co-operation of the 
various sport associations to provide and establish, 
operate, conduct and maintain a supervised recreation 
system, and to operate improve and maintain property, 
both real and personal, for parks, playgrounds, arenas, 
recreation centres, and other recreation facilities 

and activities. 

4.6 The "Board" may solicit or receive on behalf of the 
municipality any gifts or bequests of money or services 
or any donation to be applied, principal or income, for 
either the temporary or permanent use for facilities, 
equipment, program or other recreational purposes. 

4.7 Annually, by April 1st, the "Board" shall submit and 
interpret to the Council a budget for its approval, and 
shall make to the Council full and complete annual and 
other reports as required. 

4.8 The "Board" may incur expenditures to the extent provided 
in the annual estimates approved by "Council". 
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4.9 The "Board" may prescribe fees for participating in or 
admittance to any part of the community Program of 
Recreation or facilities used. 

4.10 The books and accounts of the "Eoard" shall be submitted 
to the Municipal Treasurer annually for audit as part 

of the annual municipal audit for the preceding 
calendar year. 

4.11 The "Board" shall provide such annual reports, and 
reports of monthly meetings as is required to Council 
for their consideration and approval. 

4.12 The "Board" shall inform the residents of the 
municipality of the benefits of and the opportunities 
for recreation, and shall publicize the community 
Program of Recreation. 

4.13 In carrying out the provisions of this by-law the 
"Board" shall at all times be the agent of the Municipal 
Corporation and while acting bonafide within the limits 
of the authority of this by-law neither the "Board" nor 
any member thereof shall incur any liability by reason 
of anything done or left undone by them; provided 
however, that nothing in this paragraph contained shall 
authorize or empower the "Board" to incur any debt, 
liability or obligation for which the Municipal 
Corporation shall become liable without previously 
having obtained the Consent of the "Council" of the 
Corporation. 

5. This By-law goes into effect forthwith on the passing hereof, 
and By-law Number 556-84, enacted the 18th day of July, 1984, 
is hereby repealed and rescinded.

DRUMBO AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY , Drumbo, Ontario

WHEREAS the Township and the Society have agreed with respect to the lands 
commonly known as the Drumbo Park to co-operate in the establishment and 
development of said lands as a Community Recreation Centre; 
AND WHEREAS the execution of this Agreement on behalf of the Township has 
been authorized by Township By-law No. 606-85; 

AND WHEREAS the execution of this Agreement on behalf of the Society has been 
authorized by a duly constituted meeting of the general membership of the 
Society held on January 26, 1984; 
NOW THEREFORE THE PARTIES MUTUALLY AGREE AS FOLLOWS: 

1. Upon completion of the project contemplated by this Agreement all 
land lying West of Centre Street designated as PARTS 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, and 12 
on Reference Plan 41R-3005 commonly known as the Drumbo Park shall be 
established as a Community Centre pursuant to the provisions of the Community 
Recreation Centres Act, R.S.O. 1980. 

2. References herein to PARTS on a Reference Plan in all cases refer 
to Reference Plan 41R-3005. 

3. In order to establish the Drumbo Park as a Community Recreation Centr : 
the Township agrees and undertakes to: 

a) contribute PARTS 5 and 6 to the project being portions of Henry 
Street and Church Street 

b) acquire by purchase PART 1 from the Drumbo Lion's Club comprising 
0.245 acres 

c) acquire by purchase PART 12 from Harmer comprising 5.528 acres 

d) acquire by purchase PARTS 2, 3 and 4 from the Society comprising 
5.175 acres 

with all lands so contributed and acquired to be registered in the name of the 
Township and to be held, operated and managed pursuant to the provisions of 
this Agreement. 
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4. The lands acquired by the Township by purchase as hereinbefore set 
forth shall be purchased from the three said owners thereof at the rate of 
$2,550.00 per acre with the respective acreages as set forth above having been 
computed by W. A. Baker, O.L.S. as appears in the Schedule to said Reference 
Plan and with payment in each case to be made at the time of registration 
of the respective Deeds. 

5. The Township agrees to be responsible for all survying costs in 
connection with the preparation and registration of said Reference Plan. 

6. The Township acknowledges that the Society will continue as the 
registered owner of PARTS 7 and 9 and the Township agrees that as part of 
the consideration for this present Agreement the Township will convey PART 8 
to the Society being a closed portion of Church Street. 

7. The Township shall be responsible for the preparation and registration 
of the Deed for PART 8 in favour of the Society and subsequent to the 
registration of said Deed the Township will further prepare and register for 
the Society a Deed of Reconveyance relative to PARTS 7, 8 and 9 in order that 
the Society will have one current Deed for all lands owned by the Society 
at the subject location lying East of Centre Street on the said Reference 
Plan. 

8. The Society has been advised by the Ontario Ministry of Agriculture 
and Food that pursuant to Section 20(1) of the Agricultural Societies Act, 
R.S.O. 1980 an agricultural society may dispose of land with the consent of 
a meeting of the society called for that purpose and without any other 
approval being required from the said Ministry and the Society represents 
to the Township that the required meeting has been held in accordance with 
the provisions and requirements of the said statute and that recitals to 
this effect will be included in the Deed from the Society to the Township 
relative to the lands as described in Section 3(d) hereof. 

9. The Society agrees that as part of the consideration for this presen 
Agreement the Society will convey to the Township all of its right, title 
and interest in and to the small parcel of land at the South-west corner of 
the Township Hall property designated as PART 11 on said Reference Plan. 

10. The Township agrees to make a grant to the Society in the sum of 
$13,600.00 to be applied by the Society in part towards the cost of 
constructing a new combination livestock shelter and picnic pavilion to be 
located in the Drumbo Park on PARTS 1 and 2 on said Reference Plan. At the 
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April 29, 1985 meeting between the Management Committee of the Drumbo Parks 
and Recreation Board and representatives of the Society the tentatively agreed) 
size for the structure is 48 feet by 80 feet and the Society will provide 
all labour and building materials for the structure. In the event that 
the cost of construction is less than $10,000.00 the Society agrees to 
bring its investment up to $10,000.00 with the extra funds to be applied 
to installation of a concrete floor in the building. The Society agrees 
to submit final building plans and preferred site location details to the 
Management Committee of the DrLmfco Parks and Recreation Board for final 
approval as soon as possible after the execution of this Agreement and 
thereafter the Society agrees to proceed with construction as expeditiously 
as possible and the Township for its part agrees to pay the said grant funds 
to the Society when construction has been substantially completed. 

11. The Township agrees to remove the existing three livestock shelters 
currently stiuate on the Society's land upon completion of construction by 
the Society of the new combination livestock shelter and picnic pavilion 

as aforesaid. 

12. The Township agrees to extend at its expense the present parking 
lot on the Society's land currently stiuate on PART 7 and 8 on said Reference 
Plan and following the expansion of the parking lot by the Township the end 
result will be a parking lot which forms a rectangle with the Northerly and 
Southerly boundaries thereof being 220 feet with the Easterly and Westerly 
boundaries thereof being 90 feet and the North-west angle of said 220 foot 

by 90 foot parking lot is located at the well casing which in turn is located 
at the South-west corner of the Agricultual Hall building situate on PART 7 
and thus the said parking lot will be located immediately South of the 
Agricultural Hall and of the dimensions set forth above. 

13. The Township agrees to install tile drainage on that portion of the 
Society's lands (PART 7, 8 and 9) lying South of the Agricultural Hall. 

14. The Township agrees to grant to the Society exclusive rights to the 
use of the Township's portion of the Drumbo Park lying West of Centre Street 
for a maximum 2 week period centering around actual Fair dates for the 
purpose of allowing the Society adequate time to set up for the Drumbo Fair 
and sufficient time for cleaning up the grounds after the Fair and for its 
part the Society agrees to notify the Management Committee of the Drumbo 
Parks and Recreation Board by April 1st each year of the actual Fair dates 
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in order that the said portion of the Drumbo Park can be reserved for the 
Drurribo Fair well in advance of the event. 

15. The Township agrees to open and officially establish as a public 
street that portion of Centre Street extending from Maitland Street to 
Pinkham Street in order that the public will have better access to the 
facilities available at the Drumbo Park and on the lands of the Society. 

16. The Township agrees to annually close the required portion of 
Centre Street being PART 10 on said Reference Plan from one day before to 
one day following the actual dates of the Drumbo Fair in order to facilitate 
the activities of the Society in connection with the said Fair. 

17. The Township agrees to establish the Drumbo Parks and Recreation 
Board with the Management Committee of said Board to be comprised of seven 
persons consisting of two members of Council and 4 members of the Drumbo 
and district community to be appointed by the Township Council and with one 
further member to be appointed by the Society. 

18. The aforesaid Board acting through its Management Committee shall 
be charged with the day to day management and operation of the Drumbo Park 
and shall carry out those duties in accordance with the terms of this 
Agreement. 

19. No permanent structuresshall at any time be erected on that part of 
the Drumbo Park lying West of Centre Street comprising PARTS 3 and 6 and 
those portions of PARTS 4 and 5 lying South of the Northerly boundary of 
Church Street as extended Westerly through said PARTS 4 and 5* 

20. It is hereby agreed that all parties who make use of the Drumbo Park 
after establishment of same as a Community Recreation Centre as aforesaid 
shall be required to leave the Park after such use in the same state and 
condition as the Park was in before such use recognizing that the area of 
land described in Section 19 hereof will be used primarily as a livestock 
exhibition area and shall be maintained and left in the best possible 
condition having regard to that use. 

21. The Deed for the lands lying West of Centre Street to be conveyed 
by the Society to the Township (PARTS 2, 3 and 4) together with the lands 
being assembled and contributed to the present project by the Township 
(PARTS 1, 5 and 6) shall, when the conveyancing has been completed, contain 
the following words after the habendum clause: 
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"AND SUBJECT TO the right of the Drumbo Agricultural 
Society to hold its annual exhibition and related activities 
on the lands described as PARTS 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6 on 
Reference Plan 41R-3005 in accordance with Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim By-law No. 606-85 registered as 
Instrument No. and as more particularly detailed 
in an Agreement in writing between the parties hereto 
dated May 1st, 1985."
